MEMOPtANDUMFOPt  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  CANADIAN 
SOCIETY  OF  CIVIL  ENGINEERS,  APPOINTED  TO 
CONSIDER  AND  SECURE  SPECIAL  LEGISLATION. 


The  Society  is  incorporated  by  Chapter  124  of  50  and  51  Vic- 
toria, Canada,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  ac(iuirement  and 
interchange  of  professional  knowledge  among  its  members,  and  more 
particularly  to  promote  the  acquisition  of  that  species  of  knowledge 
which  has  special  reference  to  the  profession  of  Civil  Engineering, 
and,  further,  to  encourage  investigation  in  all  departments  and 
branches  of  knowledge  connected  with  the  profession. 

The  Society  is  empowered  to  acquire  and  hold  such  property  as 
is  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  incorporation,  and  to  pass 
regulations  and  liy-Laws  for  its  direction  and  management,  including 
all  rules  that  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  tiie  maintenance  of  the 
honour  and  dignity  of  the  profession. 
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The  Society  is  to  be  governed  by  a   Piusident,   Vice-Presidents 
anrt  C^onncil,  to  be  constituted  as  may  be  provided  for  by    By-Laws 
and  the  first  lueeti.ig  of  the  Council  is  to  be  held  within  six  months 
alter  incorporation.

These  powers  as  set  forth  in  the  Charter  are  practically  the  same 
as  those  possessed  by  the  Canadian  Society ;  but  as  they  are  criveu 
somewhat  more  in  detail,  I  may  state  them  about  as  follows  :— 

(1)  The  right  to  use  a  Corporate  Seal. 

(2)  To  hold  and  dispose  of  lands  and  other  property. 

(3)  To  sue  and  be  sued  in  its  corporate  name. 

(4:)  To  elect  a  governing  body  called  the  "  Council." 

7    f^^\^^  ?^^^  By-Laws  (a)  for  the  regulation  of  the  Institution, 
(6)  tor  the  admission  of  members,  (c)  the  management  of  its  property 
(rf)  the  mode   of  electing  its  officers,  and  (e)  the  appointment  of 
officials. 

It  is  expressly  provided  in  the  Charter,  that  no  resolution  or  By- 
Law  shall  be  made  in  opposition  to  the  general  scope,  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  Charter  or  the  Laws  or  Statutes  of  the  realm. 

The  government  of  the  Institution  is  regulated  in  its  details  by 
a  very  elaborate  set  of  By-Laws,  which  I  have  carefully  read  and  con- 
sidered; but  nothing  in  the  Charter  or  in  By-Laws  confers  any  a. ihor- 
ity  to  establish  what  is  popularly  known  as  a  "close  Corporation,"  or 


confers  upon  the  members  any  special  or  exclusive  i)rivilege,  except 
tluit  ofbein2;a  member  of  tlie  Institutiou  ami  of  enjoying  its  educa- 
tional advantages  and  the  privileges  of  association. 

On  all  essential  points  the  powers  of  the  Canadian  Society  of 
Civil  Engineers  and  of  the  Institution  of  Civil  Engineers  are  identical. 

I  have  also  read  the  By-Laws  of  the  Canadian  Society,  and  am 
able  to  say  that  Ihey  seem  to  cover  all,  or  very  nearly  all,  the  matters 
provided  fur  by  the  By-Laws  and  regulations  of  the  English  Institu- 
tion, so  that  boll;  ])odies  are  proceeding  very  largely  upon  the  same 
lines. 

The  Americ.in  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  was  instituted  in  1852. 
It  is  not  incorporated,  and  is  merely  an  Association.  Its  objects  are 
expressed  to  be  "  the  advancement  of  engineering  knowledge  and 
the  maintenance  of  a  high  professional  standard  among  its  mem- 
bers." This  Society  does  not  in  express  terms  possess  educational 
powers,  and  its  membership  includes  Engineers,  Architects  and  Marine 
Architects,  I  have  not  been  able  to  gather  much  in  the  way  of 
instruction  from  a  perusal  of  the  Constitution,  Eules  and  Ilegulations 
of  this  Society,  as  they  quite  clearly  apply  to  and  bind  the  members 
of  the  Society  only. 

The  Roval  Institute  of  British  Architects  was  established  in  1834, 
and  was  incori)ovated  by  Royal  Charter  in  1837.  Its  constitution  is 
somewhat  similar  to  that  of  the  Institution  of  Civil  Engineers,  and  after 
a  careful  perusal  of  its  Charter  and  By-Laws  and  of  all  the  literatui'e 
which  I  can  find  on  the  subject,  there  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  any- 
thing to  prevent  any  architect  practising  in  England,  although  not  a 
member  of  the  lioyal  Institute. 

The  Ontario  Association  of  Stationary  Engineers  is  incorporated 
by  an  Ontario  Act  of  1891,  as  an  Association  for  holding  examina- 
tions and  granting  certificates  of  qualification  and  efficiency  as  Station- 
ary Engineers.  None  of  the  powers  of  a  close  Corporation  are  given 
to  this  Association,  and  there  is  nothing  in  the  Act  to  prevent  any 
person  practising  as  a  Stationary  Engineer  in  Ontario,  if  he  can  find 
employment,  although  he  may  not  be  a  member  of  the  Association. 

The  Institute  of  Chartered  Accountants  of  Ontario  was  estab- 
lished and  incorporated  by  46  Victoria,  Chapter  62,  Ontario.  The 
objects  of  the  incorporation  are  expressed  to  be  "  to  e*^able  the  incor- 
"  porators  to  give  efi'ect  to  the  aims  they  seek  to  accomplish  as  an  in- 
"  tellectual  movement  to  raise  the   standard  of  accountancy."     The 
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Institute  is  empowered  to  establish  classes,  lectures  and  examination,?, 
and  to  prescribe  tests  of  competency,  to  qualify  for  admission  to  mem- 
bership, and  grant  diplomas  of  fellowship  to  enable  them  to  use  the 
letters  F.  C.  A.  Beyond  the  right  to  use  thesi^  letters  there  are  no 
special  privileges  or  powers  conferred  upon  members  of  the  Institute. 

The  Ontario  Association  of  Arcliitects  is  not  a  close  Corporation. 
It  derives  its  being  from  "  The  Ontario  Architects  Act,"  being  Chapter 
41  of  53  Victoria,  Ontario.  The  i)reamble  is  interesting.  It  is  as 
follows : 


"  WHErliEAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  for  the  better  protection  of 
"  the  public  interests  in  the  erection  of  the  public  and  private  buildings 
"in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  in  order  to  enable  persons  requiring 
"  professional  aid  in  architecture  to  distinguish  between  qualified  and 
"  unqualified  architects,  and  to  ensure  a  standard  of  efficiency  in  the 
"  persons  practising  the  profession  of  architecture  in  the  Province,  and 
"for  the  furtherance  and  advancement  of  the  art  of  architecture." 

The  right  to  use  the  name  "  registered  architect  "  is  restricted  to 
those  who  register  under  the  Act,  and  tliis  is  the  only  attempt  at  close 
Corporation  powers.  There  is  nothing  in  the  Act  which  prevents  any 
person  practising  as  an  Architect  in  this  Province ;  but  unless  regis- 
tered as  a  member  of  the  Association  he  must  not  hold  himself  out  to 
be  a  "registered  architect,"  or,  in  other,  words,  a  m.^mber  of  the 
Society. 

A  Bill  was  introduced  at  the  last  Session  of  the  Ontario  Legisla- 
ture, at  the  instance  of  the  Architects,  to  amend  toe  Act  of  1890  ;  but 
the  only  material  amendment  suggested  was  the  substitution  of  the 
word  "  Architect "  for  "  Registered  Architect."  The  change  was  an 
important  one,  for  if  it  had  been  made,  no  one  not  a  Member  could  call 
himself  an  Architect.  This  seems  to  be  what  the  Architects  wanted. 
The  opposition  to  the  Bill,  particularly  from  the  country  members,  was 
so  great  that  it  was  withdrawn,  but  I  understand  that  it  will  again  be 
introduced. 

The  Ontario  Veterinary  Association,  incorporated  in  1879  by  an 
Ontario  Act,  is  not  a  close  Corporation,  but  its  members  are  given  spe- 
cial privileges  over  other  persons  practising  as  Veterinary  Surgeons. 
Members  of  the  Association  are  entitled  to  get  professional  fees  as 
witnesses,  and  no  one  not  holding  a  diploma  from  the  Association,  or 
some  other  duly  authorized  Veterinary  College,  shall  be  allowed  to 
append  to  his  name  the  words  "  Veterinary  Surgeon,"  or  any  abbre- 
viation thereof. 
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The  Di  ig^i^^ts  and  Dentists  may  be  instanced  as  corporate  bodies, 
who  in  On)  no,  and,  I  think,  in  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  other  Provinces, 
have  been  '  rrned  into  close  corporations  l>y  Acts  of  the  various  Pro- 
vinces, ana  those  who  are  not  duly  registered  under  the  provisions  of 
their  respective  Acts  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Government 
are  excluded  from  practice. 

The  "legal  "  and  "medical  profession  "  are  the  most  prominent 
instances  of  "  close  Corporations,"  the  former  deriving  its  status  in 
this  Province  from  "The  Act  respecting  the  Law  Society  of  Upper 
Canada,"  beirg  Chapter  145,  "  An  Act  respecting  Barristers-at-L,tw," 
being  Chai)ter  14G,  and  "  An  Act  resiH'cting  Solicitors,"  being  Chapter 
147  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  and  the  latter  deriving  its 
status  from  "  The  Ontario  Medical  Act,"  being  Chapter  148  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Ont"rioas  amended  by  5G  Victoria,  Chapter  27, 
These  bodies  are  entirely  under  the  control  of  a  Society  or  Council 
chosen  from  the  members  thereof,  and  no  person  in  any  of  the  Pro- 
vinces can  practise  as  a  Lawyer  or  a  Doctor  without  registration  and 
without  strictly  conforming  to  the  Rules  of  the  Law  Society  or 
Medical  College,  as  the  case  may  be. 

I  need  not  refer  in  detail  to  the  provisions  of  these  Acts,  as  they 
are  familiar  to  almost  everyone.  If  the  powers  en  joyed  by  the  Law 
Society  and  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  could  be  obtained 
by  the  Engineers,  the  full  object  of  the  latter  would  be  attained. 

The  Veterinary  Surgeons  of  Manitoba  are  a  close  Corporation  by 
the  Act  of  1890.  Only  those  who  are  registered  under  the  Act  can 
practise  or  be  appointed  as  Veterinary  Surgeons  in  any  branch  of  the 
public  service  of  the  Province. 

The  "Association  of  Ontario  Land  Surveyors"  (see  Amended 
Act,  Chapter  34  of  the  Statutes  of  1892)  is  a  close  Corporation,  as  the 
A  ct  provides  that,  with  a  few  important  exceptions,  no  person,  except 
those  registered  under  the  Act,  shall  use  the  name  of  Ontario  Land 
Surveyor,  or  Provincial  Land  Surveyor,  or  any  name  implying  that  he 
is  registered,  unless  registered  under  the  Act,  nor  can  anyone  unless 
registered  under  the  Act  act  as  a  Surveyor  of  Lands  within  the 
Province. 

li  may  be  noted  that  special  provision  is  made  for  the 
admission  of  any  Dominion  Land  Surveyor  who  has  got  his  title 
under  The  Dominion  Lands  Act. 

I  have  read  and  considered  numerous  other  Acts  relating  to  pro- 
fessional bodies,  but  the  above  will,  I  think,  be  sufticient  to  consider 
and  refer  to. 
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Without  going  into  a  detailed  or  Icnt^thy  nrLjutnent  or  eitintr 
autliority,  I  niij^'ht  say  that  it  seems  (juite  ck'ar  that  it  is  luiyuutl  tlio 
power  of  the  Dominion  I'arliament  to  ereate  a  la-ot'essional  Corpora- 
tion, with  power  to  exchide  persons  not  memher.s  of  the  Corporation 
from  practising,'  in  the  dilferent  [>rovinees,  or  to  confer  sncii  powers 
npon  an  existing  Corporation.  This  wonld,  I  think,  be  snchan  inter- 
ference with  Civil  Rights  in  the  Provinces  as  is  prohil)ited  by  the 
Confederation  Act,  and  it  will  be  noticed  that  all  the  Close  Corpora- 
ti(m  Acts  to  which  I  have  refernjd  are  Provincial  Acts,  and  so  far  as 
I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  there  never  has  been  any  disallowance 
of  such  Acts  by  the  Dominion  Government.  The  only  attempt  on 
the  part  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  to  confer  a  monopoly  of  this 
character  is  in  the  Dominion  Lands  Act,  where  iti.3  provided  that  only 
Dominion  Lands  Surveyors  shall  act  as  Surveyors  of  Dominion  lands. 
There  is  no  objection  to  this  limit,  as  it  is  simply  a  matter  ol 
regulation  as  to  Dominion  Lands. 

I  do  not  see  any  way  to  meet  the  ditliculty  except  to  obtain  a 
uniform  Act  from  each  of  the  Provincial  Legislatures.  This  course 
may  be  found  to  be  impracticable,  even  if  each  Province  will  give  such 
an  Act ;  but  in  my  oi)inion  nothing  else  will  meet  the  situation. 
Each  Act  will,  of  course,  establish  a  separate  and  distinct  corporation, 
under  the  control  of  the  particular  Legislature  creating  it,  and  each 
Legislature  being  incai)able  of  interfering  with  the  creation  of  any  of 
the  other  Legislatures,  but  (or  all  practical  jairposes  the  aggregation  of 
Corporations  being  necessarily  under  one  general  Council. 

How  to  surmount  these  dilHculties  has  been  the  occasion  of 
much  study  on  my  part — the  situation  is  quite  unii^ue.  We  have 
given  a  profession  which,  having  regard  to  the  nature  of  its  duties,  is 
essentially  a  Dominion  and  even  national  profession,  but  which,  to 
occupy  the  desired  status,  must  get  its  authority  from  each  one  of 
seven  local  legislatures.  These  questions,  which  arise  here  owing 
to  the  peculiarity  of  the  Canadian  Constitution  and  the  mode  of  dis- 
tributing Legislative  Power.s  under  the  Briti.sh  North  America  Act, 
cannot  arise  in  England,  where  the  one  Parliament  in  Loud(;n  legis- 
lates on  all  subjects  over  the  whole  of  the  British  Islands ;  but  it 
may  arise  in  the  United  States,  and  the  ditiiculties  which  present 
themselves  to  me,  and  which  i  see  have  been  the  subject  of  discus- 
sion for  a  considerable  time  amongst  the  Engineers,  have  probably 
been  found  to  be  insu[)erable  on  the  other  .^ide,  and  hence  no  incor- 
poration has  been  obtained  from  Congress  or  any  of  the  State  Legisla- 
tures. 

I  append  a  draft  of  a  Bill  which  will  furnish  a  foundation  for 
discussion  and  consideration  by  the  Committee.  It  will  show  how 
some  of  the  ditlculties  may  be  got  over,  but  not,  I  fear,   all.     It  is 
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intended  for  the  Ontario  Legislature,  itnd  is  framed  n|)on  the  lines  of 
the  existini,'  Acts  estfU/h'shing  elose  (Jori.onilions.  I  have  endea- 
voured to  make  the  Hill  as  general  as  possible,  so  as  lo  leave  a  very 
large  amount  of  power  in  the  hands  of  the  Council,  who  can  provide 
by  liy-Lavy  fo'  matters  upon  which  the  Act  is  silent,  and  thus 
secure  as  high  a  degree  of  uniformity  as  is  possible. 

I  would  strongly  urge  the  Committee  to  tost  the  strength  of  tlu; 
Society,  first  in  the  Ontario  Lcgislatur",  and  as  a  preliminary  to  bring  th.e 
matter  before  the  Attorney-Cencral  of  Ontario  when  the  Society  has 
(luit'j  decided  upon  its  11  m;  of  action.  The  Ontario  Uovermnent  may 
be  induced  to  give  the  Bill  its  support,  and,  if  so,  its  success  will  be 
assured.  It  woidd  be  well  at  any  rati!  to  get  the  Attorney-General's 
suggestions  before  submitting  the  Bill  to  the  House,  and,  if  necessary, 
such  suggestions  may  be  worked  into  the  draft  and,  perhaps,  the  Bill 
remodelled. 

It  will  be  observed  that  \  treat  the  Bill  as  a  /xt^/Zc  and  not  as  a 
private  Bill.  T  think  that  this  course  should  be  followed  in  the  oti.er 
Provinces,  so  that  there  will  in  jtfect  be  one  uniform  law  throughout 
Canada  for  the  regulation  of  the  Engineering  i)rofession. 

I  also  append  a  Draft  of  a  Bill  to  amend  the  Society's  Act  of 
Incorporation.  This  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  of  the  sugges- 
tions made  by  Mr.  Shaiily,  and  deals  with  a  subject  quite  witliin°the 
.^ompetence  of  the  Dominion  rarliament,  and  covering,  as  [  gather 
;'.  Jin  the  papers,  a  very  important  bi'anch  of  Engineering  work.'' 

I  will  be  very  glad  to  discuss  with  the  Committee  the  question 
of  preceding  the  Ontario  Bill  by  this  Dominion  Bill,  or  holding  it  in 
abeyance  for  the  present. 

One  point  which  should  be  very  carefully  considered  is  whether 
it  would  not  be  wise,  or  rather  politic,  to  provide  for  the  ai.[)roval  of 
By-Laws  by  the  Lieutenant  Governtn-in  Council,  aiul  another  whether 
provisions  should  not  be  inserted  as  to  penalities  for  taking  the  title 
of  Civil  Engineer  without  qualification,  and  Tor  the  recovery  thereof. 
1  have  advisedly  left  out  the  i)enalty  clauses,  as  I  do  not  think  that 
tne  enforcement  of  a  penalty  will  be  required,  and  the  Act  will  look 
much  less  formidable  without  these  sections.  Amending  Acts  may 
afterwards  be  got,  if  necessary,  and  if  it  is  found  that  the  existing 
machinery  is  not  suHicient. 

It  should  also  be  considered  whether  the  Act  should  not  provide 
expressly  for  the  admission  of  any  [Kirticular  class  of  students,  and 
whether  privileges  should  not  be  given  to  matriculants  or  graduates 
of  a  Provincial  University.  At  present  I  have  thought  it 'better  to 
leave  those  questions  to  the  Council  to  be  dealt  with  by  By-Law.

PRKAMDLK. 

WHEREAS  by  tlie  Act  Chuptcir  124  of  tlio  Stfttutus  of  Canada,  Pria,„hIo. 
l.assocl  in  tho^50th  and  olst  year  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  the  Canadian 
Society  of  Civil  Engineers  was  incorporated  for  the  pnrposes  and 
objects  therein  expressed,  and  it  is  deenjed  advisable  to  provide  that 
the  public  works  of  Canada  and  of  pnblic  corporations  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  should  be  constructed  ur-'er  the 
supervision  of  duly  qualified  engineers,  and  the  said  Society  has  peti- 
tioned for  the  passage  of  this  Act ; 

AND  HEREAS  it  is  expedient  t  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said 
Petition  ; 

THEREB^URE,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : —

Civil  Engineers,  or  a  member  in  good  standing  of  some  British  Society  ^"'^  51  Vic- 
of  Civil  Engineers  or  a  person  entitled  by  some  Statute  of  the  Domi-  m  amended 
nion  of  Canada  or  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada  to  use  the  title  "  Civil 
Engineer,"    shall   be   employed    as  an  Engineer   in   the  surveying,

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  for  the  better  protection  of  Preamble, 
the  public  interests  and  for  the  general  advancement  of  Mechanical 
Science,  and  more  particularly  for  promoting  the  acquisition  of  that 
species  of  knowledge  which  has  special  reference  to  the  profession  of 
a  Civil  Engineer,  and  to  encourage  investigation  in  connection  with 
all  branches  of  kni>\vledge  connected  with  the  profession,  and  in  order 
to  enable  persons  requiring  professional  aid  in  any  work,  to  which  such 
knowledge  of  Civil  Engineering  is  applicable  or  necessary,to  distinguish 
between  qualified  and  unqualified  Civil  Engineers ; 
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THEREFORE,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent

2.  The  Civil  Engineers  of  Canada  heretofore  incorporated  by  an 
Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  being  Chapter  124  of  the  Acts 
passed  at  the  .Session  held  in  the  5()ih  and  51st  year  of  ?Ier  Majesty's 
reign,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Canadian  Society  of  Civil 
Engineer:^ "  shall  be  a  body  cu)'porate  by  the  name  aforesaid,  having 
l)erpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal,  with  power  to  acquire,  hold 
and  dispose  of  real  and  personal  property  for  the  purposes  of  its  con- 
stitution, iind  to  su(>  and  to  be  sued  in  the  manner  usual  with  such 
corporations. 

3.  All  persons  who,  on  the  diiy  this  Act  comes  into  force,  are  mem- 
bers of  the  sfiid  existing  Canauiai.  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  and  all 
persons  who  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  as  members  of  the  Society 
hereby  incorporated,  and  who  shall  be  registered  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  shall  be  members  of  the  said  Society. 

4.  There  shall  be  a  Council  of  Afanagement  of  the  said  Society, 
to  be  appointed  in  thri  manner  provided  for  in  this  Act,  and  herein- 
after referred  to  as  "  the  Council."
